With  a  hip,  hip,  hurrah,  &c. 

Shouting ,  huzzaing ,  and  jingling  of  glasses. 

Poly.  (r.  li.)  Gentlemen  all,  the  honours  you’ve  conferred 
on  me 

Quite  overcome,  I  my  say  overburden  me. 

I  thank  you  for  your  presence  at  my  table, 

And  likewise  for  your  presents  in  my  stable  ; 

For  you’ve  each  giv’n  me,  in  your  liberality, 

A  noble  horse,  for  my  poor  horse-pitality. 

Gold,  silver,  jewels,  each  his  bridle  carries  on  : 

Such  trappings  sure  are  fine  past  all  caparison. 

So  richly  harness’d,  thus,  from  head  to  hoofs, 

They  of  your  friendship  I  deem  ’ arnest  proofs. 

But  where’s  young  Perseus  'l 
Dan.  (l.  h.)  Pray,  sire,  don’t  feel  hurt, 

He  slipped  out  when  they  brought  in  the  dessert. 
Poly.  But  wherefore  ? 

Dan.  Twas  his  diffidence  ! 

Poly.  Oh  stuff ! 

Plowever,  you  plead  for  him  ;  that’s  enough  ! 

(i affectionately ) 
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Dan.  He  had  no  horse  to  give  you,  sire. 

Poly.  There,  there  ; 

I  want  no  horse  from  him — (aside)  I  want  sa  mere. 
Dan.  Had  he  one,  like  the  rest  he’d  have  presented  it ; 
His  poverty,  but  not  his  will,  prevented  it. 

Whence  to  obtain  a  steed  he  knew  of  no  source  : 

I,  his  poor  mother,  haven’t  e’en  a  clothes  horse, 

So  pardon  him — please  do — 

Poly.  What  words  are  these  ? 

You,  on  the  Queen’s  Bench, stoop  to  Common  “please.” 
Your  place  is  to  command.  Let  Perseus  come, 

And  have  some  fruit,  though  he’s  not  worth  a  plum. 
Think  you,  your  son  we’d  scorn  for  lack  of  wealth  ?

2nd  Guest.  Oh  yes  to  be  sure  (drinks). 

3rd  Guest.  Perseus,  poor  fellow  (drinks). 

1st  Guest.  Sad  thing  to  be  poor  ! 

P oly.  Hay,  but  my  lords — 

Dan.  Let  them  go  on.  Who  cares 

Por  silly  supers’  supercilious  airs  ? 

Guests,  (angrily)  Supers  ! 

Poly.  Yes,  yes  ;  she  means  it  in  a  sense 

Deferring  to  your  super-excellence  : 

“  Soupers,”  from  “  soup  ” — a  word  that  one  employs, 
Equivalent  to  saying  “  broths  of  boys.” 

Besume  your  seats,  my  lords — alone  pray  let  her. 
Dan.  See,  here  comes  Perseus;  it  strikes  me  they’d  better. 

E itier  Perseus  (l.  h.) 

Song. — Perseus. — Air,  “  What's  a'  the  Steer  Kimmer.” 

What’s  all  this  here,  mother, 

What’s  all  this  here? 

If  any  one’s  been  rude  to  you, 

I’ll  serve  him  out,  don’t  fear ; 

I’ll  run  their  bodies  through,  mother, 

Bun  their  bodies  through  ; 

I’ll  spoil  their  dandy  cloaks, 

And  I’ll  trim  their  jackets  too. 
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Air. — “  Cynthia  fair  ,”  (La  Circassienne) 

Since  you  dare  mamma  to  nettle, 

You  with  me  will  have  to  settle. 

I’m  a  blade  of  first-rate  mettle, 

So’s  the  sword  I  wear,  you’ll  see. 

Much  cut  up  seems  she  now, 

More  cut  up  you’ll  be  now  : 

If  you’ve  dared  uncivil  be, 

I’ll  teach  you  all  civility. 

Dan.  Be  still,  my  son. 

Poly.  Yes,  do,  my  son,  pray  still  be. 

Per.  I’m  not  your  son,  sir,  and  what’s  more,  ne’er 
will  be. 

Poly.  Though  not  de  facto ,  yet  de  jure. 

Per.  Pshaw ! 

Neither  your  real  son,  nor  your  son -in-law. 

Poly.  I  love  you  as  one ;  so  you’ll  find  some  day 
You’re  in  my  will. 

Pee.  Say  rather  in  your  way. 

You  wish  to  wed  my  mother,  and  consider  me 
An  obstacle,  and  so  seek  to  get  rid  o’  me. 

I  know  your  plan  ;  I  was  to-day  invited, 

That  by  these  purse-proud  snobs  I  should  be  slighted. 
Guests,  (angrily)  Snobs  ! 

Pee.  I  said  snobs  !  If  in  your  throats  it  stick 

I  wear  a  sword. 

1st  G.  Purchased  of  course  on  tick. 

Per.  Say  but  that  word  again  I’ll  run  you  through ; 

That  tick  for  you  wrould  prove  tich-doloreux. 

Give  you  a  horse  like  them — you  knew  I  couldn’t ;

Per.  Medusa’s  head. 

Poly.  Medusa  !  that  may  do,  sir. 

Dan.  No  more  on  that  head  pray  ;  you  cannot  mean  it. 
Medusa’s  head  !  None  live  to  say  they’ve  seen  it. 
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Her  hideous  features  have  the  pow’r,  ’tis  known, 

Of  turning  all  who  look  on  her  to  stone. 

Per.  Peculiar  gift !  Yet  neither  frightens  me, 

Her  hideous  face,  nor  (A) idiosyncracy. 

She’ll  not  make  me  a  stone ;  I  mean  to  stick

Dan.  My  only  pet — be  petrified  !  Oh,  no. 

Poly.  Don’t  stop  him — if  he  likes  it,  let  him  go.

Poly.  Granite  I  Bight — teach  your  granite  to  suck  eggs.

Min.  I  intend  to,

Who’.ve  us  with  .^Ethiopia  made  acquainted,

Covered  by  floods,  by  Juno’s  wrath  created, 

My  lands,  like  a  blank  cheque,  come  in-undated , 

The  capital  submerged — depend  upon’t, 

A. floating  capital  we  soon  shall  want. 
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Cas.  Then  that  sea-monster — 

Cep.  Peace  !  the  wretch  don’t  name, 

Yet  for  it  all,  ’tis  you,  ma’am,  are  to  blame ;

(Aside)  You  little  know  the  fate  prepared  for  you. 
And.  I’ve  dressed  myself,  in  honour  of  this  day, 

Which  is  to  end  our  troubles,  so  they  say. 

That  fierce  sea  monster  we  all  hold  in  awe,

There’s  a  condition — not  a  very  pleasant  one. 
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And.  Any  condition’s  better  than  our  present  one. 

Oep.  Of  course  it  is,  how  sensibly  she  views  it ; 

Then  you  accept  it  ? 

Cas.  No,  no,  you  refuse  it. 

Oep.  How  dare  you  speak,  ma’am  ? 

And.  Let  me  know  the  worst. 

Cep.  T  will ;  the  monster’s  got  to  eat  you  first. 

And.  Eat  me  ! 

Cep.  That’s  his  condition.  Don’t  it  strike  you 

As  flattering,  to  think  how  much  he’ll  like  you  ? 
And.  Certainly  not. 

Cep.  Reflect,  if  you  refuse, 

He’s  free  to  swallow  any  one  he  chews  ; 

But  you’re  the  one  he’s  fixed  upon.

Take  all  my  suite,  I’ll  gladly  give  all  up. 

(. Attendants  express  dissent.) 
Cep.  Nay,  but  he  doesn’t  choose  on  sweets  to  sup  ; 

You  are  the  savoury  morsel  he’d  desire. 
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And.  That  savoury  morsel  save,  remorse- less  sire. 

Cep.  For  you  I’ve  pledged  my  word  ;  you  spout  in  vain. 
Think,  my  child,  of  the  glory  you  will  gain, 

Saving  your  country  from  this  monster’s  clutch  ; 
And,  after  all,  p’raps  it  won’t  hurt  you  much. 

And.  No  more  of  this ;  how  dare  you  thus  be  treating  me  ? 
Cep.  Nay,  don’t  get  warm. 

And.  Warm!  who  first  spoke  of  heating  me  1 

If  to  boil  over  I  with  ra^e  begin. 

What  wonder  with  the  stew  you’ve  got  me  in  ? 

Nay  ;  let  the  monster  do  his  worst,  say  I. 

(. Monster  roars  outside .) 

Cep.  That  sound  !  he’s  coming — cut,  run,  mizzle,  fly. 
And.  Coming  this  way  !  nay,  then,  my  indignation 
I  will  postpone  till  a  more  fit  occasion. 

My  speeches  fine,  and  eloquent  appeals, 

I’ll  leave  in  toto,  taking  to  my  heels. 

Music — Exeunt  omnes  hurriedly. 


Enter  the  Monster,  l.  h. 


Mon.  (shouting.)  Halloa !  Fe,  fi,  fo,  fum  1  What,  no 
alarm  ! 

Have,  then,  those  words  of  terror  lost  their  charm  ? 
Time  was  when  fe,  fi,  fo,  fum  all  compelled 
To  pay  the  fief  Eve  of 'em  so  long  held. 

Some  foe  has  stopped  my  fees ;  shame  on  you,  oh ! 
Who  thus  have  robbed  me  of  my  fee  !  Fie,  foe  ! 
But  so  it  is;  from  Juno  I’ve  had  warning, 

And  am  to  quit  this  place  to-morrow  morning. 

Brief  notice  !  I  looked  for  three  months,  no  shorter; 
But  she’s  no  pity,  and  will  give  no  quarter. 

My  life  which  here  has  been  a  time  of  jollity;

The  oracle’s  decree  must  be  obeyed  ! 

Chained  to  this  rock,  by  the  fierce  waves  environed. 
Off  which  I  should  be  washed  but  that  I’m  ironed, 

I  must  be  left,  ’tis  so  the  fates  decree, 

XJ util  the  Monster  comes  to  sup  with  me. 

Here,  ’mongst  these  billows,  soon  he’ll  seek  me,  where 
He’ll  find  me  a  most  tempting  billow  fare. 

A  few  brief  minutes  more  will  seal  my  fate, 

He,  with  his  scales,  will  give  me  but  short  loait. 

And  hark !  a  footstep.  ’Tis,  it  must  be,  he  ; 

His  crooked  form  seems  coming  straight  to  me  ; 

His  horrid  feet,  and  still  more  horrid  claws,

Per.  Vict’ry  has  crowned  my  efforts.  I’ve  fulfilled

And.  What  do  I  see  1  My  eyes  scarce  trust  I  can, 

No  monster — but  a  monstrous  fine  vouim  man. 
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Per.  Her  cruel  head,  whence  snaky  curls  descending, 

The  very  head  and  front  of  her  offending, 

Fixed  on  my  shield  I  bear  home  as  my  prize. 

And.  (aside)  I’ll  speak  to  him.  (aloud)  Fair  stranger  ? 
Per.  (starting)  Oh  my  eyes  ! 

What  heavenly  vision  dazzles  thus  my  sight  ! 

Its  all  up  Perseus,  you  are  done  for  quite. 

Bright  being  say — how  comes  it  that  I  see  you 
Thus  chained?  Yet  stay, till  from  these  bonds  I  free  you 
For  till  you’re  loosed  from  this  situation 
I  can’t  expect  a  loosed  explanation. 

(commences  undoing  chain.)

And.  How  can  I  e’er  your  noble  deed  repay  1 
Per.  Fair  creature  !  on  the  stage  there’s  but  one  way, 
The  princess  rescued,  straight  in  love  must  fall 
With  her  preserver. 

And.  Won’t  I  then,  that’s  all ! 

Per.  You  will ;  oh,  joy  !  sweet  maid  of  priceless  charms, 
Come  let  me  press  you  in  these  loving  arms. 

And.  I’ve  owned  my  love,  and  without  hesitation  ; 

Thus  I  accept  your  pressing  invitation.

And.  Hot  one  ! 

Enter  Monster,  l.  h. 

Mon.  I  beg  your  pardon  ! 

And.  He  here  !  then  we’re  done. 

Per.  Hay,  what’s  the  matter  i 

Mon.  (r)  I’m  the  matter  S 

Per.  (c)  You  ! 

The  matter  has  an  ugly  look  then,  true  ; 

Yet  I’ve  been  used  to  even  uglier  jobs  tackle. 

You’re  jesting. 

Mon.  Hot  so,  I’m  a  serious  obstacle — 

One  not  to  be  surmounted — he  must  be 
A  clever  fellow  wlio’d  get  over  me. 

Duet. — Air,  u  The  Young  Man  from  the  Country .” 

Mon.  You’re  a  young  man  of  effrontery  and  cheek  pos¬ 
sessed,  no  doubt, 

Your  eyes  devoid  of  green,  you  can  well  see  what  you’re 
about ; 

But  all  your  pow’r  T  laugh  at,  I  am  master  here  you  see, 
You’re  a  young  man  of  effrontery,  but  you  don’t  get 
over  me. 
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Per.  You’re  master  of  tlie  natives,  p’raps,  of  this  unhappy 
land, 

But  as  from  distant  climes  I’ve  come,  your  pow’r  I  can 
withstand  ; 

No  native  I,  a  settler,  as  you’ll  find,  I  mean  to  be, 

I’m  a  young  man  from  far  countries, 

Mon.  But  you  don’t  get  over  me. 


And.  Ply  !  save  yourself ;  I  his  alone  must  be. 

So  you  must  needs  give  up  your  share  o’  me. 

My  fate  is  sealed,  so ’s  yours  if  he  attacks, 

So  get  away  for  else  you’ll  get  the  whacks. 

Per.  Whate’er  your  fate,  to  share  it  I  make  oath. 

Mon.  Come,  then,  my  appetite  will  serve  for  both. 

I  have  a  bone  to  pick  with  you. 

Per.  1  doubt  it ; 

I’ll  settle  you,  and  make  no  bones  about  it. 

Too  long  the  bones  you’ve  picked  of  high  and  low  ; 
For  that  you’ll  die,  pro  bono  publico. 

And.  Well  spoke!  though  I  my  private  woe  most 
feel, 

I  like  that  spoke  put  in  the  public  weal. 

This  curse  Cassiope  made  us  endure. 

It  now  seems  a  case  1  hope  he  may  cure. 

Mon.  You’d  rob  me  of  my  perquisites.  This  maid, 

Who  on  my  supper  table  should  be  laid, 

You’d  take  from  me.  Could  I  stand  this  ?  Not  I. 
’Tis  an  in-supp or- table  injury, 

Which  to  avenge — here  goes — 

Per.  True,  as  you  say, 

Here  goes — ( pulls  down  vizor.) 

Mon.  Halloa  !  How’s  this  1  He’s  gone  away  ! 

Per.  This  vizor  down  invisible  makes  me, 

Though  I  stand  right  before  him  vis-a-vis. 

And.  He’s  gone  and  left  me. 

Per.  ( aside  to  her)  Sweetest,  have  no  fear, 

Although  you  cannot  see  me,  I  am  here. 

Be  this  the  proof,  (kisses  her.) 

And.  A  kiss,  I  do  believe  ! 

Well,  what  the  eye  don’t  see  the  heart  don’t 
grieve. 
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Are  you  still  there,  sir  ? 

(holds  out  her  face,  Perseus  kisses  her  again.) 

Mon.  (r.)  Where  on  earth’s  he  got  to  ? 

( looking  round.) 

Well,  p’raps  regret  his  absence  I  ought  not  to, 

For  now  my  supper  I  can  eat  in  quiet ; 

So  if  you’re  ready,  Miss — 

Per.  Beware,  don’t  try  it. 

Mon.  Who  spoke  ? 

Per.  I  did. 

Mon.  You’d  see  how  I’d  reply, 

If  I  could  only  catch  the  speaker’s  eye. 

( showing  fight.) 

And.  (c.)  ’Tis  past  belief  !  Invisible,  yet  present  ! 

Where  are  you  ? 

Per.  (l.)  ( kissing  her).  Here  ! 

And.  It’s  rude  ;  but  not  unpleasant. 

Mon.  (r.)  Show  yourself,  come — just  for  one  round — all 
fair. 

Per.  I  want  no  round  ;  I’ve  come  to  make  all  square. 

Give  up  that  maid. 

Mon.  Not  I  ! 

Per.  (c.)  You  wont?  Then  thus 

I  rid  the  country  of  it’s  greatest  cuss. 

( draws  dagger  and  stabs  him.  Monster  staggers 
and  falls,  r.  h.) 

Mon.  Ah'!  my  scale  armour  pierced  completely  through 
My  hide,  tough  as  ox-hide  of  iron  too. 

Per.  My  dagger’s  point ’s  a  sharp  one,  you’ll  confess. 

Mon.  Sir,  it’s  a  point  I  beg  you  will  not  press. 

I’ve  had  enough — I’m  going,  you’ll  observe  ; 
Completely  sold,  knocked  down  Avithout  reserve. 

I’m  going,  going,  gone  !  (dies.) 

Per.  (raising  his  vizor).  So,  princess  fair, 

You’re  saved. 

And.  Oh,  joy  !  almost  too  much  to  bear. 

Come,  let  us  hasten  to  my  father’s  court, 

The  tower  guns  shall  spread  the  glad  report ; 

And  through  the  land  one  grand  illumination, 

With  the  brave  news  enlighten  all  the  nation. 
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Per.  But  who  comes  here  ? 

And.  My  friends  and  kindred,  see  ! 

Coming  to  find  out  what’s  become  of  me. 

Enter  cautiously  (u.  e.  l.)  Cepheus,  Cassiope,  and 

attendants. 

Concerted  Music  ( Sonnambula .) 

Softly  creeping, 

Silence  keeping, 

Gently  peeping — see, 

Where  is  he  ? 

There,  there  reposing ; 

After  supper,  see,  he’s  dozing. 

No  ;  by  that  stiffness,  and  by  that  wound  see, 

He’s  a  dead  ’un,  a  dead  ’un,  yes. 

What  a  curious  strange  adventur’, 

What  good  fate  has  succour  sent  her, 

She’s  escaped  from  her  tormentor, 

Who  has  saved  her  we  can  guess. 

Huzza ,  Arc ! 

(At  the  end  of  chorus  all  shake  hands 

with  Perseus.) 

Cep.  (c.)  Brave  youth  !  these  plaudits  you  have  well 
deserved  ; 

The  monster  pickled,  and  the  maid  preserved. 

But  are  you  sure  in  saving  her,  young  stranger, 

Our  royal  self  you  don’t  again  endanger. 

Pers.  (l.  c.)  All  peril’s  past,  sire. 

Cep.  Since  ’tis  so,  you  say, 

Paternal  feelings  may  resume  their  sway. 

Her  safety  with  our  own  thus  reconciled  : 

Come  to  my  arms,  my  own,  my  long-lost  child  ! 

( embraces  Andromeda.) 

Cas.  (l.)  Yet  you,  to-day,  could  give  her  up  with  ease  ! 
Cep.  Will  you  mind  your  own  business,  if  you  please  ? 
And.  Nay,  father — mother — do  not  quarrel  pray — 

Cas.  Bight,  child  ;  we’ll  have  no  jars  on  this  glad  day  ; 

We  who  adore  each  other. 

Cep.  Wrong  you  are  ; 

Adore  is  not  adore  when  it’s  a  jar. 
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And.  Delivered  from  my  doom — Who  him  requites, 
Who’d  not  alone  deliver,  but  delights  ? 

Cep.  Speak,  what  reward  do  you  expect,  young  shaver  ? 

Per.  Of  course  I  ask  the  usual  wedding  favour, 

Your  daughter’s  hand — 

Cep.  Well,  though  it’s  hard  to  part, 

And  losing  her  wirings  my  parental  heart — 

Take  her,  be  happy — bless  you.  ( joining  their  hands) 

Per.  That’s  the  style — 

Come  dearest,  then — come  friends. 

D ictys  runs  in  (r.h  )  carrying  the  shield ,  which  is  wrapped 

in  a  cloak. 

Die.  (r.)  Here,  wait  awhile, 

There  is  no  keeping  up  with  you,  you  know, 

You  are  so  fast. 

Per.  (l.c.)  Not  I ;  it’s  you’re  so  slow. 

Die.  You’ve  feathered  wings  attached  to  your  shoe-leather, 
I’ve  not.  I’m  altogether  out  of  feather. 

Why  don’t  you  come  home  now  you’ve  done  the  job, 
Here,  on  this  shield,  you’ve  got  Medusa’s  nob. 
Which,  by  the  bye,  myself  ’tis  hard  work  keeping, 
From  looking  at,  though  I  should  pay  for  peeping. 

Per.  You’d  better  not  ! 

Die.  I  know  that — but  you  see, 

It’s  hard  to  check  one’s  curiosity. 

How  can  I  ever  hope  to  get  you  home, 

When  every  road  you  sea  leads  you  to  roam 
In  search  of  fresh  adventures  ? 

Per.  There  !  don’t  bother. 

Die.  But  don’t  you  know  my  word  I  gave  your  mother, 
To  bring  you  safe  home  % 

Per.  So  you  shall,  good  friend, 

To-morrow  morning  early  I  intend 
To  start  for  home.  There  shall  the  knot  be  tied, 
Which  shall  make  you,  sweet  maid, my  own  dear  bride. 
Thus  waiving  ceremony  won’t  disparage  one  ? 

And.  I  heed  no  ceremony  but  the  marriage  one  ; 

Time,  place,  I  leave  to  you. 

Per.  So  then,  sweetheart, 

To-morrow  morning  early,  off  we’ll  start. 
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Concerted  Piece  and  Chorus. — Air,  “Early  in  the 

Morning." 


Per.  Ambitious  heiglit  I’ve  reached,  yet  I’m 
Now  forced  to  seek  another  clime. 

Cep.  So  young  you’ve  climbed  this  height  I  see, 

An  early  riser  you  must  be. 

So  early  in  the  morning — 

Per.  Please  early  in  the  morning — 

Die.  Quite  early  in  the  morning — 

Per.  You’ll  call  me,  sir,  I  pray. 

All.  So  early  in  the  morning,  &c. 

We’ll  hence  all  take  our  way. 

(Exeunt  Omnes.  u.e.l.) 

Scene  Pourth. — Apartment  in  the  Palace  of  King 

Polydectes. 

Enter  Danae — Polydectes  following,  (l.h.) 


Poly,  (l.)  Stay  cruel  one — Here  let  me  breathe  once  more 
My  vows  of  love. 

Dan.  (r.)  Oh,  don’t  be  an  old  bore  ! 

Poly.  Nay,  but  the  suit  I  plead — - 

Dan.  I’ll  hear  no  pleadings, 

But  from  this  court  will  move  to  stay  proceedings. 
Poly.  And  by  what  means  would  you  yourself  from  port 
ship  % 

Dan.  By  any  ship,  so  I  escape  your  court-ship. 

Poly.  Nay,  ’tis  a  king  who  wooes  thee  ;  look  at  this — 
Kneeling,  I  sue  in  formd  pauperis.  ( kneels ) 

Dan.  For  these  distinctions,  I  care  not  a  copper  : 

Who’d  pop  the  question,  must  sue  as  a  popper ; 

Pise,  sir. 

Poly.  Not  I,  till  I’ve  once  more  made  known 

My  offer — List ;  my  hand,  my  heart,  my  throne  ! 
Such  tempting  bait  sure  e’en  your  stubborn  heart 
tickles. 

Dan.  I’m  not  in  want  of  either  of  the  articles. 

Poly.  ( rising )  Enough  I  You  shall  be  mine  I  swear. 
Dan.  No,  don’t, 

For  if  you  swear  it  ever  so,  I  won’t. 
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Poly.  You’re  in  my  pow’r,  you’d  better  not  reject  me  ! 
Dan.  Nay,  my  brave  son,  my  Perseus,  will  protect  me — 
He’ll  soon  return. 

Poly.  That  hope  at  once,  ma’am,  spurn  ; 

You’ll  get  small  profit  from  his  quick  return. 

He’s  changed  to  stone  ere  this — his  situation, 

That  of  a  geological  formation. 

Dan.  I’ll  not  believe  it  !  He  made  stone,  say  you  ; 

A  statue  ? 

Poly.  Yes,  and  nicely  chiselled,  too  ! 

So  fly — a  wedding  dress  beg,  steal,  or  borrow, 

For  I’m  resolved  to  marry  you  to-morrow. 

Dan.  To-morrow  ! 

Poly.  Go  ! 

Dan.  Nay,  grant  some  brief  respite. 

Poly.  If  you  don’t  go,  I’ll  marry  you  to-night. 

Dan.  (l.)  Wretch! 

Poly,  (r.)  Go  on,  you  may  storm,  I  shall  not  heed  you. 
Dan.  Then  tremble,  tyrant,  for  the  life  I’ll  lead  you 
Once  married ;  if  you  thus  to  wed  will  force  me, 
You’d  gladly  give  your  kingdom  to  divorce  me. 
Revenge !  ha  !  ha  ! 

Exit,  L.  h. 

Poly.  Go,  you’ve  no  time  to  lose. 

So  much  for  her. 

Enter  Phineus  hurriedly ,  r.  h. 

Ah  !  Phineus,  what’s  the  news  % 

Phin.  The  very  worst  that  on  your  ears  could  fall — 
Perseus  is  safe  ! 

Poly.  Safe ! 

Phin.  Yes,  and  that’s  not  all  ; 

Andromeda  the  fellow’s  rescued  too. 

Poly.  My  matrimonial  prospect  then  looks  blue. 

Phin.  And  so  does  mine.  For,  since  lie’s  rescued  her, 
She’ll  have  the  bad  taste,  doubtless,  to  prefer 
The  chap  that  fought  for,  saved,  and  would  have  died 
for  her, 

To  me,  who  ran  away,  and  only  cried  for  her. 

Poly.  What  shall  we  do  ? 
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Phin.  Do  ;  instantly  attack  him, 

Fall  on  him,  crush  him  into  pieces,  hack  him, 
Make  mincemeat  of  him. 

Poly.  Well,  it’s  odd,  I  vow, 

I  never  did  mince  matters  until  now  ; 

But  he’s  a  matter  I  would  fain  begin  with. 
Phin.  So,  so,  I  see  my  plan  you  then  fall  in  with ; 

So  thus  Andromeda  still  mine  may  be. 

Poly.  And  the  fair  Danae  be  left  for  me. 


Duet. — Air,  “ Aunt  Sally” 

Phin.  Let’s  not  stand  shilly,  shally, 

But  quick  his  head  we’ll  break; 
As  though  he  were  Aunt  Sally, 
Our  aims  at  him  let’s  take. 

Oh  dear,  oh,  a  capital  plan  I  know, 
The  game  of  old  Aunt  Sally 
Just  now  seems  all  the  go. 

(' repeat  together )  Oh  dear,  oh,  &c. 

Poly.  Most  unequivocally 

I  with  your  plan  agree, 

And  so  effectually 

His  pipe  put  out  will  be. 

Oh  dear,  oh,  a  capital  plan  I  know, 
Our  troops  at  once  we’ll  rally, 
And  him  we’ll  soon  o’erthrow. 

( repeat  together )  Oh  dear,  oh,  &c. 


Scene  Fifth. — Public  Square  in  the  City — Flags  flying — 
Populace  assembled — General  Preparations  for  the 
Marriage  of  Poly dectes  and  Danae. 


( Loud  Huzzas  as  the  Scene  opens.) 


Enter  Goldstickites,  l.  h. 


Gold.  There,  that  will  do  ;  just  hush  this  noisy  rout, 
And  spare  your  breath  until  it’s  time  to  shout ; 

Our  great  rejoicings  you’ll  want  all  your  voice  for. 
Dullas.  P’raps  we  may  know  though  what  we’re  to 
rejoice  for. 
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Gold.  What !  Why  our  King  this  day  will  take  a  wife. 
Kautatarta.  Then  more  shame  for  him  at  his  time  of 
life. 

Were  it  young  Perseus - 

Gold.  Silence!  or  you’ll  pay  for  it. 

(aside)  ’Tis  as  I  feared,  young  Perseus  is  their 
favourite. 

(aloud)  Kay,  but  our  King,  whom  we  all  love - 

Mob.  We  don’t. 

Gold.  Whose  bridal  fete  we  celebrate - 

Mob.  We  won’t. 

Dullas.  Give  us  back  Perseus,  whom  the  tyrant’s  slain. 
Kaut.  We’d  gladly  see  his  bridal. 

Dullas.  And  his  reign. 

Gold.  Kay,  hear  me,  friends  ;  this  happy  day  to  mark, 
There’ll  be  a  cold  collation  in  the  park, 

To  which  you’re  bidden. 

Dullas.  That’s  the  sort  of  thin". 

O 

Gold.  There’s  naught  to  pay,  mind. 

Dullas.  Good  !  Long  live  the  King  !  (all  shout) 

Gold.  Meanwhile,  to  wet  your  loyal  whistles - 

Dullas.  Hear ! 

Gold.  There’s  an  unlimited  supply  of  beer  ; 

(loud  cheering) 

While,  for  our  lady  friends,  prepared  will  be 
The  feast  of  crumpets  and  the  flow  of  tea. 

( tremendous  cheering) 

Kauta.  I’ve  always  said  there’s  nothing  like  real  Royalty. 
Gold.  Happy  the  King  with  subjects  of  such  loyalty  ! 
But  hark  !  your  much-beloved  monarch  comes, 

So  now  then  shout,  sound  trumpets,  and  bang  drums. 

Music.  Enter  L.  h.  Polydectes,  leading  Danae,  followed 
by  attendants  and  guards.  All  shout ,  girls  strew 
jlowers  before  them. 

Poly.  Good  people  all,  thanks  for  your  loyal  greeting! 

Of  course  you  know  the  object  of  this  meeting  ; 

And  look,  my  queen,  our  pathway  strewn  with  posies, 
A  charming  tableau,  love  among  the  roses  ! 
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Dan.  (l.  c.)  Roses  indeed  !  my  pangs  I  can’t  control, 

I  tread  on  thorns,  they  prick  me  to  the  sole, 

With  rasm  I’m  crimson. 

O 

Poly.  (e.  c.)  See,  friends  !  on  her  cheek 

Soft  blushes  rise, 

Dan.  It’s  no  use,  I  will  speak. 

Good  friends — 

Poly.  How  now  1  what  should  this  silence  mean  h 

Sound  trumpets,  sound,  in  honour  of  your  queen. 


Trumpets  and  drums,  very  loud.  Danae  in  vain 
endeavours  to  make  hen' self  heard. 

Dan.  I  will  be  heard,  I  will  protest — 

Poly.  Of  course, 

Sound  drums  and  trumpets,  shout  until  you’re  hoarse, 
Trumpets,  drums,  and  shouting. 

Your  queen  protests — this  joy  her  quite  o’ercomes. 
Dan.  I  don’t,  I  mean — 

Poly.  Strike  up  those  kettle  drums 

In  your  queen’s  honour  ( drums  and  trumpets  again). 
Dan.  {shouting  through  music)  Will  you  hear  me  out  ? 
Poly.  Hear  !  hear !  huzzah !  come  shout,  you  fellows, 
shout. 

All  make  a  tremendous  noise,  Danae 
gives  up  despairingly. 


Poly.  Friends,  the  queen  thanks  you  for  your  plaudits 
hearty, 

But  as  becomes  a  bashful  wedding  party, 

Leaves  me  to  speak  for  her. 

|  Dan.  I  don’t. 

Poly,  {savagely)  Be  quiet, 

You  won’t  be  heard  and  so  needn’t  try  it. 

Come,  dearest,  come,  {affectionately.) 


Phineus  runs  in,  l.  h. 

Phin.  Look  out,  he’s  coming. 

Poly.  Who  1 

Phin.  Perseus. 

Dan.  My  son  alive  !  I’m  saved. 

Poly.  Pooh,  pooh, 

Come  to  the  altar,  {struggling  with  her. ) 

b  2 
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Enter  Perseus,  hurriedly,  l.  h. 

Per.  (c.)  I  forbid  tlie  banns, 

I’ll  altar  yon !  at  least  I  will  your  plans, 

No  a/torcation  ! — not  with  you  shall  she  go, 

At  Hymen’s  altar  made  your  alter  ego, 

Her,  at  that  altar,  rites  to  you  would  tether ; 

I’ll  set  that  all  to  rights  though  altogether. 

Song. — Perseus.  “  Pi  Quella  PiraT 

Mind  what  you’re  up  to, 

Mind  what  you’re  arter, 

You’ve  caught  a  Tartar, 

In  me  you’ll  find. 

To  put  a  stop  to 
Your  little  game,  sir,

Per.  Hay,  hear  me,  gentles,  as  such  you  I’d  dub. 

Gold.  Bother  his  gentles,  come  on  to  your  grub,  (they 
are  going.) 
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Per.  Stav,  friends  !  Thus  I  outbid  yon  huckstering  sneak  ; 
III  find  you  all  in  victuals  for  a  week.  ( mob  shout) 

Enter  (l.  h.)  Cepheus,  Cassiope,  and  Andromeda. 

Cep.  So  here  you  are  ! 

Per.  Forgive  me,  I  implore  you  ; 

T’was  duty’s  call  made  me  fly  on  before  you. 

Cep.  The  pace  you  go  at,  with  those  feathered  things. 

{'pointing  to  his  winged  feet.)'. 
And.  Fear  not,  pa — marriage  soon  will  clip  his  wings  ! 
These  fast  young  men  whose  ways  you’d  flighty  call, 
I’m  told  oft  make  best  husbands  after  all. 

Dan.  So  you  have  safe  returned,  my  own  brave  boy  ! 

{embracing  him ) 

Piiin.  Andromeda  come  back  to  me  !  oh,  joy  ! 

{About  to  embrace  her — she  repulses  him) 

And.  Hence  !  leave  me,  coward  !  run  away  once  more. 
Leave  me  behind  ;  as  you  left  me  before.
